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WHAT TO EXPECT IN THE 
1ST PRESIDENTIAL DEBATE 


ByDanBalz i Washington post 
Monday’s debate between Donald Trump and 
Hillary Clinton is the most anticipated event 
of a presidential campaign filled with remark- 
able and revolting moments. But if the debate 
season, when it’s all over, has changed the tra- 
jectory of the race, it will be a surprise. Amid 
all the sound and fury changes now seem to 
come in inches. 

The first debate at Hofstra University 
should be great theater. Trump, an unguided 
missile, will be seeking to project a calmer de- 
meanor and a command of the facts enough at 
least to reassure voters who doubt his capacity 
to serve. Clinton, a studious and well-prepared 
debater whose expertise on many issues is 
deep, will be looking to avoid the weeds, offer 
a bigger and more affirmative vision and most- 
ly try to prove that her rival is unfit to occupy 
the Oval Office. 

Trump will not be tethered to the tele- 
prompter that has provided a modicum of 


disciphne to his candidacy over the past few 
weeks and therefore will be the less predict- 
able. He has not done a one-on-one debate, 
as she has, nor has he faced a format that, in 
theory at least, is designed to force the candi- 
dates to speak at greater length on the issues. 

Expectations are higher for Clinton than 
Trump. After all, debates are supposed to re- 
ward those with expertise, a command of the 
issues and the steadiness required of a chief 
executive. But debating skills have Httle to do 
with what makes a good or great president. 

President Obama didn’t lose the first de- 
bate to Mitt Romney in 2012 because he didn’t 
know the issues. It was all about demeanor, 
energy and engagement. Debates are the ul- 
timate show time in presidential campaigns. 
Trump is the acknowledged master of reality 
TV 

Chnton’s team has suggested she is prepar- 
ing for any eventuality from Trump, from the 
bombastic and sarcastic candidate who hec- 


tored his rivals during the Repubfican debates 
to the throttled-back nominee of late whose 
goal win be to pin on Clinton anything that 
has gone wrong during Obama’s eight years in 
office and convince the convincible that they 
really should want a change in direction. 

Her team is also working the refs as no can- 
didate has ever done. Under the guidefines 
of the Commission on Presidential Debates, 
the moderators— in this case NBC’s Lester 
Holt— are supposed to draw out the candi- 
dates but mostly remain secondary players. 

But this year is like no other in terms of the 
focus on the role of the moderators. Clinton’s 
team is publicly demanding that Holt become 
a real-time fact-checker to a candidate— 
Trump— whose relationship to the truth has 
been so loose that he has earned a record num- 
ber of Pinocchios and pants-on-fires from the 
media and other fact-checking operations. 

Clinton’s team wants Holt to challenge 
Trump and declare whenever he lies about his 


record. Others say it’s each candidate’s respon- 
sibility to check the other, though the risk of 
that is a debate that devolves into he-Hed-she- 
lied exchanges that leave viewers ill served. 

Whatever happens Monday the declared 
loser win have two more opportunities to re- 
cover. With history as a guide, it’s likely the 
race will look similar at the end of the debates 
as it does on this pre-debate weekend. 

In their book, “The Timeline of Presidential 
Elections,” pofitical scientists Robert S. Erik- 
son and Christopher Wlezien examined polls 
dating back to i960, when the first televised 
debates were held. “It is clear that debates do 
not have major impact to the same degree as 
party conventions,” they write. “What is not 
clear is whether they have more effect than 
other events during the fall campaign.” 

Lynn Vavreck, a political scientist at the 
University of California at Los Angeles, 
emailed this assessment: “There’s very little 
evidence debates change much in terms of

Hillary Clinton 


On emails, “ev- 
erything I did was 
permitted.” 

Nope, it was not per- 
mitted. She also did 
not comply with the 
requirement to turn 
over business-related 
emails before she left 
government service. 

“We now have 15 
million new jobs 
that have been cre- 
ated in the last 7Vz 
years.” 

This is wrong. Clinton 
only counts back 
616 years to get this 
number. The real 
number for Obama’s 
presidency is 10.5 mil- 
lion Jobs. 

“I worked with 
Democrats and 
Republicans to cre- 
ate the Children’s 
Health Insurance 
Program.” 

Clinton overstates her 
backstage role in the 
creation of CHIP. She 
didn’t work directly 


with Republicans. 

“I will not let the 
Department of 
Veterans Affairs be 
privatized.”

vote choice. They may help bring some stray 
partisans home ... but they are rarely game 
changers, despite the lore.” 

Many people add the caveat that Trump is 
such an unconventional candidate that the 
race will unfold in unpredictable ways. It has 
also been suggested that his campaign has the 
capacity to change the electoral map in ways 
previous Republican nominees have not— for 
better and worse. Has that happened? 

Trump is leading in Iowa and Ohio, two 
states Obama won twice. Florida is extremely 
competitive, as is North Carolina. What is 
apparent is that states that have always been 
close are close this year. 

There are battles underway in some other 
swing states. Nevada looks very competitive. 
Obama won it twice, but so too did former 
president George W Bush. New Hampshire, 
which went for Bush in 2000 but has been 
with the Democrats since then, has CHnton 
leading. Nevada has fewer college-educated 


voters, so it’s going to be better for Trump. 

Colorado and Virginia went for Bush in his 
two elections and Obama in his two. Colorado 
has tightened, now closer than Democrats had 
hoped. Clinton also continues to lead in Vir- 
ginia. 

What’s crucial is, at this stage. Trump is not 
leading in states that have been consistently 
in the Democrats’ column in recent elections. 
He is trailing in Pennsylvania, Michigan and 
Wisconsin, for example, all states where the 
demographics— older, whiter electorates with 
significant numbers of voters without college 
degrees— help him. 

That’s the context for Monday’s debate, a 
small Clinton lead nationally and several com- 
petitive state races with the map still more fa- 
vorable to her. Can Trump change that— and 
defy history — with his performances in the 
debates? Can he move the white voters he 
needs to win? That’s why Monday’s audience 
could be huge.

Poster project advocates 
for iiielusioii in public 
spaces, rights movements

r he bathroom is Angela Davis 

Fegan’s idea of the perfect gallery 
space. In fact, it’s her favorite 
place to display her work. ^ Some 
of the printmaker’s work is currently at Cole’s 
Bar, where she works in Logan Square. Posters 
with messages like “We make room for us” 
wallpaper the handicapped-accessible unisex 
bathroom. ^ “The bathroom is this arbitrary 
physical manifestation of this false gender 
binary,” Fegan said. ‘And then it’s also the most 
private of public space. I love avenue where 
you may not be wearing pants when you view 
my work. 'Vbu’re kind of a captive audience.” 


The posters are part of her Lavender Menace Poster 
Project, which started in 2013 as her thesis project 
while she was getting her master’s of fine arts in Book 
and Paper Arts, which she completed last year, from 
Columbia College Chicago. The project began as a cri- 
tique of gay marriage. 

“I didn’t think that it was a liberation tactic, I 
thought it was an assimilation step,” Fegan said. 

Posters like “We work to make space to exist and 
refuse to let HRC sell it” explicitly address the Hu- 
man Rights Campaign, which she charges with being 
opaque in its goals for LGBT civil rights. She takes is- 
sue with the group’s primary focus on marriage equal- 
ity, which she sees as a capitalist tactic that benefits 
mostly white people. 

For instance, merging incomes of two queer women of 
color who have children does not have the same econom- 
ic effect as merging two white males’ incomes, she said. 

“It would be fine if [the Human Rights Campaign] 
would just be Hke, ‘We’re the marriage organization,’

but don’t take everybody’s dollar and pretend 
that it’s all going to our liberation and it goes 
through this very narrow lens,” Fegan said. “I 
don’t fault anybody who spent any time advo- 
cating for marriage equaHty If they wanted to 
get married, that’s cool, but black people are 
being murdered in the street and my tax sta- 
tus is not my highest priority right now.” 

Plus, there are other ways to liberate the 
LGBT population by addressing health dis- 
parities through advocating for universal 
health care, health insurance that doesn’t tie 
back to employment status and overstepping 
“arbitrary, binary forms that reinforce false 
notions of gender,” she said. 

Sarah McBride, national press secretary 
of the Human Rights Campaign, responded. 
“Of course we worked on marriage equality 
There’s no question in our minds that access 
to marriage and the freedom to marry is an 
important right that all people should be able 
to access if they need to or want to, but we’ve 
also been working on a full host of issues for 
our several decades in existence,” McBride 
said, mentioning non-discrimination protec- 
tion, access to health care and LGBT inclu- 
sive policies and benefits in the workplace. 

The name of Fegan’s project comes from 
another historical reference of infighting 
among the left, when National Organization 
for Women president Betty Friedan in 1969 
called lesbians a “lavender menace” who dis- 
tract from the feminist movement. The phrase 
spurred an informal group of lesbian feminists 
who protested the erasure of lesbians from the 
movement at a conference in 1970. 

“It’s that same idea ... get behind us and let 
straight white women get equality first, then 
we can address lesbians and then we can ad- 
dress women of color,” Fegan said. “I thought 
that {lavender menace] was the perfect, clever 
name that I didn’t have to invent and makes 
me in conversation with those same types of 
institutional critiques to critique [the Human 
Rights Campaign] from the left.” 

Gay marriage was legalized a month af- 
ter Fegan graduated and mounted her the- 
sis show, but it doesn’t change her concerns 
about gay movement politics often being 
centered around white men and the lack of 
intersection in addressing oppressive powers. 


FROM ART TO 
DEMONSTRATION 

Fegan’s posters are hand-typeset on 12-by- 
19-inch poster-sized paper. In school, she 
handmade paper from recycling her room- 
mate’s denim jeans and scraps of other paper. 
Although she no longer has the means to pro- 
duce paper by hand, she still makes the post- 
ers in her Bridgeport studio with brightly col- 
ored paper and wood type she’s accumulated. 
She finds that they’re easier to give away than 
those she printed on handmade paper. 



“It becomes more of a poster or demonstra- 
tion sign in that approach than as an art ob- 
ject,” she said. “I feel like some of my more sen- 
sitive handmade pieces are more art objects.” 

For the past three years, Fegan has handed 
out the posters at June’s annual Dyke March. 
In 2015, after she completed her thesis, she 
gave away more than 200 with the help of a 
street team wearing printed jumpsuits that 
she made for the project. It’s another way her 
art exists outside of the gallery “Really the ob- 
jects have to live in public space or among a 
network of people to truly embody a conspir- 
acy or an activity amongst people,” Fegan said. 

She said letterpress is typically a quaint 
form of artistry associated with wedding in- 
vitations and the city of Nashville, where the 
historic letterpress institution Hatch Show 
Print is located. “So I’m going to critique mar- 
riage using this quaint old-timey art form that 
people have lots of strong feelings about and 
print things in wood type that you’ve never 
seen before,” Fegan said. “I dare you to find 
another letterpress printer who has handset 
the word ‘bulldagger’ in type.” 

Partially inspired by advertising. The Lav- 
ender Menace Poster Project consists of short, 
clever, aggressive sentences using the most 
masculine-identified language that she thought 
could stand up to the competition of print ads. 

When choosing the phrases, she asked 
herself, “If the Lavender Menace was going 
to appropriate army recruitment posters 
from the 40s, what would the slogan say?” 
She printed in mostly large-format text but 
experimented with other formats, including 
a laser-cut manifesto and an old-fashioned 
vision test style, and motifs. 

She’s produced about 50 slogans, with her 
most popular one being, “We are the queers 
you fear, the ones who [bleep], riot and vote.” 


“The thing about voting is it’s not very 
revolutionary as an act, but it’s like the most 
terrifying thing that you could threaten some- 
body on the right with,” Fegan said. “The idea 
is that disenfranchised populations are disen- 
franchised and thus they don’t participate or 
intentionally barred from doing so.” 

Some are more sensitive, such as this poster 
about feminine mascuHnity: “This is a love 
letter to hutches: we see you and you mean 
the world to us.” Others are site specific, 
like “We want agency and voice beyond the 
dancefloor,” which points to the lack of gath- 
ering spaces for queer people and people of 
color outside of bars and churches. 

“If you relegate people who you don’t want 
in public space to nightlife, not only do you 
teach them to be self-loathing and alcohol ad- 
dicts, you also keep them from taking up too 
much space in the street or at the Hbrary or 
whatever the other commercial spaces that 
are for families or public decency,” Fegan said. 

CARVING OUT 
SPACE 

She also faults Chicago’s systemic segrega- 
tion for racial and spatial issues, including 
within the LGBT population. While she said 
there are spaces that are inherently accepting 
of queer and other identities, such as Berlin 
nightclub, which has become a catch-all over 
the past 30 years of its existence, she feels that 
most of Boystown centers on white gay males 
and “drag queens as entertainment or spec- 
tacle ... to organize around.” 

She referenced a phenomenon called 
“Mammy Goes Disco,” from ‘Against Equal- 
ity: Queer Revolution, Not Mere Inclusion,” a 
book of essays. “If you go into these gay clubs 


that are almost exclusively white men, they’re 
often dancing to the disembodied voice of a 
black woman ... a black maternal figure that 
you just constantly strip resources from— 
style, language, labor— disembodied and used 
for this other purpose.” 

While Fegan’s posters have hung in gallery 
spaces, such as Galerie F and the Chicago 
Artists Coalition gallery, there’s still no better 
place than the bathroom. At Cole’s Bar, she 
sometimes includes a vinyl text prompt with 
markers for people to respond. She’s definite- 
ly received some offensive comments, and 
people have torn the posters down, although 
she never knows whether people are taking 
them or they just don’t want to see them. But 
overall, she’s learned that more people within 
her poster audience hang out there. 

“What the project did teach me is that 
there are actually more queer people and 
women of color who come to the bar all of the 
time that I didn’t realize because they’re just 
never there all at the same time,” Fegan said. 

She hopes the posters can be applied to 
multiple identity groups by addressing race 
and queerness. For instance, “When we unite, 
you call us separatists” is a reference to misun- 
derstood notions of community organization. 

“It’s supposed to apply to both the idea of 
this lesbian separatism, which isn’t just seen as 
community building, [and] the Black Panther 
Party,” she said. ‘Again, not allowed to just see 
that as community building. It’s immediately 
labeled as militant.” 

Fegan doesn’t often see representations 
of herself in the general media. While liter- 
ary accounts of the tragic mulatto exist, they 
aren’t her favorite, she said, and she can’t 
think of any references of inclusivity in print- 
making. But text-based art is an ideal medium 
for Fegan to express these ideas. 

Depicting black bodies through visual art 
must be “calculated,” she said, and in some 
black art, sexuality is intentionally ignored 
because of oversexuaHzation of black people 
in the general media. She doesn’t have to wor- 
ry about that in text. 

“What’s great about text-based art is you 
don’t have to offer up renderings or depic- 
tions of people for consumption and instead 
get to talk about ideas or concepts,” she said. 
“It almost makes it more accessible. If I’m us- 
ing ‘we’ versus ‘you’ or ‘us,’ ‘you’ speaks to you. 
You don’t think it’s some other you.” 

She hopes people find humor in her post- 
ers. Best-case scenario, they speak to an audi- 
ence that doesn’t encounter a lot of objects 
that address them. Worst case, they cause 
more infighting among the left. 

Most importantly, the Lavender Menace 
Poster Project makes space for others. 

“You have to make a very concerted effort 
to carve out space for yourself when most 
spaces are pretending like they didn’t notice 
that they’re excluding you,” Fegan said.
